The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In view of the applicants' response/amendment filed March 14, 2006 the rejection 
of the claims 1-3 under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Schoen (USP 
3,767,627) and the rejection of the claims 1-3 and 7-9 under 35 USC 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Suizu et al (USP 5,496,923) have both been withdrawn because the 
references do not teach as claimed the process for the continuous production of an 
epsilon-caprolactone polymer (wherein the epsilon-caprolactone polymer is a 
copolymer of a polymer having a hydroxy! group and/or an ester bond wherein 
and epsilon-caprolactone, the specific recovering step in combination with the 
specific epsilon-caprolactone polymer. Thus, said claims are allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
